Ills WORK THU S THE STORY 


C. M. B a b c o c k , Commissioner of Highways, spoke at th< 
Pine City celebration of the opening of pavement on Highway 
No. 1, and we think so much of Mr. Babcock's address thal we giv«* 
it all prominence on the editorial page. 
Just as our paving unites Brainerd and the T w in Cities and 
on farther to the state line in a bond of concrete, so No. 1 now 
unites the Twin Cities and the Head of the Lakes. 
Mr. Babcock said: 
“ I and my associates who have been entrusted with the task 
of building and maintaining the Minnesota trunk highway system 
have tried to do as much work as we can and t a l k about it a s lit I 
as possible, hut I trust that we may he pardoned today if we talk 
with some pride about the stretch of paved road which has re­ 
cently been completed and which is being formally opened today. 
“ The pavement which is here being dedicated is more than 
a stretch of concrete, it is more than a connecting link between 
the Twin Cities and the Head of the Lakes, 
ft is a connecting 
link uniting into one system two areas which have heretofore each 
had a system of good roads. 
“ Early in the history of the trunk highway system there was 
begun a network of highways connecting the two great industrial 
centers, Minneapolis and St. Paul, with the rich agricultural re­ 
gions south and west of those cities. At about the same time there 
was begun the construction of good roads from Duluth, the head 
of the lakes and probably the world’s greatest inland shipping 
port, with the Mesaba range, the world’s great iron ore producing 
region, and the lakes and forests surrounding that great mining 
and shipping region. 
But not until now' has there been an ade­ 
quate highway connecting those two regions. 
“ We hope, however, that this new highway w ill be more than 
a link connecting other highways; we hope it will be a real con­ 
necting link between the people of the north and the south. 
“The people in northern and southern Minnesota have somi 
diverse interests, they may take opposite views on some legisla­ 
tion and other m atters affecting the commonwealth. 
But after all 
they are one people, thinking the same thoughts, living to a large 
extent the same kind of lives, and to a very large extent their in- 
tenests are the same. 
Those in the northern counties love Minne­ 
sota as much as those in the southern counties. 
All they need is 
a better acquaintance and a better understanding. 
“ It is our hope that this nefo highway will be an aid >n bring­ 
ing closer together the people of the north and the south. 
There 
has never been a very serious division between them in the past, 
but we hope that in the future there will be none at all. 
We hop« 
ihat as they get to know each other better, there will 1m> a bettei 
understanding, and a more thorough realization that they have 
much i.i common and that their interests are after all the same. 
We hope that this new highway, which w'ill make communication 
between the northern and southern communities easier, w i l l con­ 
tribute to that understanding. 
We hope it will contribute to mak 
ing our state more closely united, that it will help to lessen preju 
dice and suspicion, that it will help to create good-will and co­ 
operation between the people in all parts of the state. 
And we 
hope that we may from time to time, build other highways in other 
parts of the state whieh will in the same m anner contribute to the 
unity of the state and the happiness of its people. 
Each com­ 
pleted highway means that we can devote our thoughts and ener­ 
gies to the improvement of other highways which need attention. 
Minnesota already has highway improvements in all parts of the 
state which have brought the east and west, the north and the 
south, closer together. 
No community in the state* is any longer 
isolated the year around, but in such periods as we had last apt ing, 
many communities were eut oil from the rest of the world t'*»i 
weeks at a time. 
It is our hope thut we may before many years 
see a highway system built so well that no community will be 
isolated at any time of the year. Then and only thou can we sa> 
that we have one truly united commonwealth.”

A w r i t e r in ho current issue of the Atlantic Monthly, as com­ 
mented on by the Princeton I ’nion, in an interesting article pre­ 
sents an argum ent to prove that beauty is now recognized as an 
important business tool. 
Automobile manufacturers, even Henry 
Ford, the w riter points out, cannot now overlook tin* fact that tlu* 
American public is keenly interested in external appearance, and 
both men and women are showing a marked preference for those 
things that are pleasing to the eye; it m atters not whether they 
are buying canned goods, kitchen cabinets, or automobiles. 
The American people do want beauty, and at this season of 
the year there is evidence of that fact on every hand. 
In the cities, 
where the space is limited, the flowers are crowded into a small 
area, as a window box or a patch of a garden. 
In the village*, as 
here in Princeton, the gardens are bright with a host of flowers 
and nearly every house is surrounded by a well-kept lawn dotted 
w ith shrubbery. 
Even the tilling station, realizing the value of 
making their premises attractive, have flowers blooming in pro­ 
fusion between the squares of cement and mortar. 
A surprising number of farm homes have attractive flower 
gardens in the front door yard, and frequently it is not so e a s y 
to grow flowers there as it is in the villages where the chickens 
and other fowls are not allowed to run loose and whore there is :t 
w ater supply to which a hose can be attached. 
The American people are surrounding themselves with flow­ 
ers and bright colors in their gardens because they know those 
things create an atmosphere of happiness. 
But the frosts are coming soon and th«* flowers will then 
wither, and all nature by November will have assumed a drab 
dress. 
Then the bright, pretty coloring in the home must be in­ 
doors. 
It is a recognized fact that the people who reside in the vil­ 
lages and rural districts have a more stern, grim attitude than the 
residents of the larger cities, because by the nature of their sur­ 
roundings they have a harder struggle to provide themselves with 
the comforts of life. 
The homes in the villages and rural districts frequently are 
painfully bare, even where money is available for making them 
attractive. 
The women, who are keenly sensitive to a lick of 
beauty and bright colors, when money is somewhat scarce in the 
household, conscientiously refrain from making any requests f.oi 
unnecessary expenditures. 
But that sort of economy can be car- 
ried;too far, because happiness, life, light and color are essential 
to the welfare of human beings. The home should be a place that 
is a delight to the senses of those living in it. 
There is promise of 'a bountiful harvest this year, and the

H IS WORK T E L E S T U E STORY 


C . M. B a b c o c k , Commissioner of Highways, spoke at 
tho 
Pine City celebration of the opening of pavement on Highway 
No. I, and we think so much of Mr. Babcock’s address that we give 
it all prominence on the editorial page. 
Just as our paving unites Brainerd and the Twin Cities am 
on farth er to the state line in a bond of concrete, so .No. I now 
unites the Twin Cities and the Head of the Lakes. 
Mr. Babcock said: 
“ I and my associates who have been entrusted with the task 
of building and m aintaining the Minnesota trunk highway system 
have tried to do as much work as we can and talk about it as little 
as possible, but I trust that we may be pardoned today if we talk 
with some pride about the stretch of paved road which has re­ 
cently been completed and which is being formally opened today. 
“The pavement which is here being dedicated is more than 
a stretch of concrete, it is more than a connecting link between 
the Twin Cities and the Head of the Lakes. 
It is a connecting 
link uniting into one system two areas which have heretofore each 
had a system of good roads. 
“Early in the history of the trunk highway system there was 
begun a network of highways connecting the two great industrial 
centers, Minneapolis and St. Paul, with the rich agricultural re­ 
gions south and west of those cities. 
At about the same time there 
was begun the construction of good roads from Duluth, the head 
of the lakes and probably the world’s greatest inland shipping 
port, with the Mesaba range, the world’s great iron ore producing 
region, and the lakes and forests surrounding that great mining 
and shipping regioil. 
But: not until now has there been an ade­ 
quate highway connecting those two regions. 
“ We hope, however, that this new highway will be more than 
a link connecting other highways; we hope it will be a real con­ 
necting link between the people of the north and the south. 
“ The people in northern and southern Minnesota have s o u r 
diverse interests, they may take opposite views on some legisla­ 
tion and other m atters affecting the commonwealth. 
But a fte r all 
they are one people, thinking the same thoughts, living to a large 
extent the same kind of lives, and to a very large extent their in- 
tenests are the same. 
Those in the northern counties love Minne­ 
sota as much as those in the southern counties. 
All they need is 
a better acquaintance and a better understanding. 
“ It is our hope that this n e ^ highway will be an aid 'n bring­ 
ing closer together the people of the north and the south. 
There 
has never been a very serious division between them in the past, 
but we hope that in the future there will be none at all. 
We hopi 
th a t as they get to know each other better, there will bi* a bettei 
understanding, and a more thorough realization that they have 
much iii common and that their interests are after all the same. 
We hope that this new highway, which will make communication 
between the northern and southern communities easier, will con­ 
tribute to that understanding. 
We hope it will contribute to mak 
ing our state more closely united, that it will help to lessen p reju­ 
dice and suspicion, that it will help to create good-will and co­ 
operation between the people in all parts of the state. 
And we 
hope that we may from time to time, build other highways in other 
parts of the state which will in the same m an n er contribute to the 
unity of the state and the happiness of its people. 
Each com­ 
pleted highway means that we can devote our thoughts and ener­ 
gies to the improvement of other highways which need attention. 
Minnesota already has highway improvements in all parts of the 
state which have brought the east and west, the north and the 
south, closer together. 
No community in the state is any longer 
isolated the year around, but in such periods as we had last apl ing, 
many communities were cut off from the rest of the world im 
weeks at a time. 
It is our hope that we may before many years 
see a highway system built so well that no community will be 
isolated at any time of the year. 
Then and only Ump can we say 
Blat we have one truly united commonwealth.”

A w r i t e r in he current issue of the Atlantic Monthly, as com­ 
mented on by the Princeton I ’nion, in an interesting article pre­ 
sents an argum ent to prove that beauty is now recognized as an 
important business tool. 
Automobile manufacturers, even Henry 
Ford, the writer points out, cannot now overlook the fact thai the 
American public is keenly interested in external appearance, and 
both men and women are showing a marked preference for those 
things that are pleasing to the eye; it m atters not whet lier they 
are buying canned goods, kitchen cabinets, or automobiles. 
The American people do want beauty, and at this season of 
the year there is evidence of that fact on every hand. 
In the cities, 
where the space is limited, tilt' flowers are crowded into a small 
area, as a window box or a patch of ti garden. 
In the villages as 
here in Princeton, the gardens are bright with a host of flowers 
and nearly every house is surrounded by a well-kept lawn dotted 
with shrubbery. 
Even the filling station, realizing the value of 
m aking their premises attractive, have flowers blooming in pro­ 
fusion between the squares of cement and mortar. 
A surprising number of farm homes have attractive flo w er 
gardens in the front door yard, and frequently it is not so easy 
to grow flowers there as it is in the villages where tile chickens 
and other fowls are not allowed to run loose and where there is a 
w ater supply to which a hose can be attached. 
rl he American people are surrounding themselves with flow­ 
ers and bright colors in their gardens because they know those 
ihings create an atmosphere of happiness. 
But the frosts are coming soon and the flowers will then 
wither, and all nature by November will have assumed a drab 
dress. 
Then the bright, pretty coloring in the home must be in­ 
doors. 
It is a recognized fact that the people who reside in the vil­ 
lages and rural districts have a more stern, grim attitude than the 
residents of the larger cities, because by the nature of their s u r ­ 
roundings they have a harder struggle to provide themselves with 
the comforts of life. 
The homes in the villages and rural districts frequently arc 
painfully bare, even where money is available for m aking them 
attractive. 
The women, who are keenly sensitive to a flick of 
beauty and bright colors, when money is somewhat scarce in the 
household, conscientiously refrain from making any requests for 
unnecessary expenditures. 
But that sort of economy can be car­ 
ried ,too far, because happiness, life, light and color are essential 
to the welfare of human beings. 
The home should be a place that 
is a delight to the senses of those living in it. 
There is promise of a bountiful harvest this year, and the
